The oath or declaration in such an 
application must be accompanied by a petition including proof of the pertinent facts, a showing that such action is necessary to preserve the 
rights of the parties or to prevent irreparable damage, the fee set forth in § 1 .1 7(h), and the last known address of all of the inventors. An inventor 
may subsequently join in the application by filing an oath or declaration complying with §1 .63. 

© The Office will send notice of the filing of the application to all inventors who have not joined in the application at the address(es) provided 
in the petition under this section, and publish notice of the filing of the application in the Official Gazette. The Office may dispense with this 
notice provision in a continuation or divisional application, if notice regarding the filing of the prior application was given to the nonsigning 
inventor(s).
